« Inresponse to stakeholder requests, the Office will move forward with two rule
packages:

1. Afirst package, which will go into effect upon publication, encompasses less
difficult "quick-fixes” based upon both stakeholder comments and internal
PTAB suggestions. Changes in response to stakeholder comments go into
effect immediately, via scheduling orders. Plan to issue in Q3 of FY 2015.

2. A second package, issued as proposed rules, will address more difficult
changes to the rules, and also will include any changes to the Trial Practice
Guide. Plan to issue in Q3 or Q4 of FY 2015.

« The first and second packages will issue together as a single final rule package.

Quick-Fixes for Immediate Implementation

Increased the number of pages for a motion to amend from
15 to 25 pages, with a commensurate increase in the number
of pages for the opposition, in addition to allowing the Patent
Owner to list the amended claims in an appendix.

Increased the number of pages for a Petitioner’s reply brief
from 15 to 25 pages.
